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Worst Civil Aviation Disaster 
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Jumbo Jets Crash on Ground 


In Canaries; Toll Put at 570

SANTA CRUZ DE TENERIFE, 
Canary Islands, March 27.—Two 
Boeing 747 jumbo jets, charter 
filebts operated by Pan Ameri- 
ean and KLM airlines, collided on 
@ runway of Santa Cruz airport 
and burst into flames, killing an 
estimated 570 persons. 

Cifra, the Spanish national 
news service, quoting airport 
wources, gave the death tol as 
570 and said there were 67 known 
survivors, of whom only 18 were 
uninjured, 

ELM president Sergio Orlan- 
din. said in Amsterdam tonight 
that no one survived aboard the 
KLA jet, whieh carried 235 pas- 
sengers and 14 crew, He said the 
Dutch plane was traveling at 
takeaif speed when the accident 
happened but said there were 
no full details of how tite crash 
oecurred_ 

These casualty figures would 
make the crash the worst disas- 
ver in civil aviation history. The 
biggest accident to date was the 
eYash of a Turkish DC-10 north 
of Paris on March 3, 1974, that 
claimed 345 lives.

New Youth Leader of Party 
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Adds to Schmidt’s Problems

BONN, March 27 \WP).—The 
election of a 30-year-old lawyer of 
the far left to head the sometimes 
rambunctious youth wing ‘of the 
Social Democratic party has heap- 
ed another problem: on troubled 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt. 

‘The surprise narrow victory this 
month of Klaus-Uwe Benneter to 
head the young Socialists is being 
widely viewed here as 8 sign that 
the extreme left wing of Mr. 
Schmidt's own party may be on 2 
collision course with the much 
more moderate party establish- 
ment. 

The young Socialists, or “Jusos,” 
as they are calied, have had young 
firebrands at the top before. But 
in the last year or so, they had 
been relatively quiet. This quict 
period was a key factor in the 
ability of Mr. Schmidt to barely 
escape defeat in federal elections 
in October when the mood of the 
voters clearly had swung toward 
middie-of-the-road and conser- 
vative views. 

The prospect of a newly active 
youth wing advocating extreme 
left-wing policies could be a sign 
of “hard times ahead.” as party 
chief executive Egon Bahr put ib 
recently. 

Source of Concern

Arms Control for ἢ Change i 


President Carter wants “actual reductions - 


for a change” in the nuclear arsenals of the 
United States and Soviet Onion. and his 
disarmingly simple phrase defines a most 
delicate mament in the bistery of super- 
power diplomacy Without such reductions 
and more severe limits than any ever written 
into arms-control agreements, we face an- 
other ominous round of weapons deployment, 
Nelther side can gain security by running 
yet another (ap {n the arms race. But if it 
is run. both sides will find it even harder to 
end the competition. 

Arms agreements between Moscow and 
Washington depend materially on the facts 
of weaponry. But the rival perceptions of 
those facts depend in no smal} measure on 
the general telationship between the two 
governments. The administrations of Car~ 
ter and Leonid Brezhnev had had no rela~ 
tlonship until this weekend: a great deal 
thus mdes on Secretary of State Vance's 
current mission to Moscow. 

If the Russians are up on their Carterol- 
ogy. they will at least begin the talks 
aware of the sincerity of the President’s 
desire to curb the nuclear competition, He 
has selected control-minded secretaries of 
state and defense. With great exertion, he 
won the appolntment of Paul Warnke. a 
committed arms controller. as his chief ne- 
gotiator. He has communicated privately 
with Brezhnev about the urgency of nego- 
tiation. even offering 8. freeze on new 


ἡ weapons if the talks were sure to reach 


the most senstitive problems more quickly 
than previously planned. 

But the President’s companion message 
hes been tough. The past pattern must be 
broken—no more forswearing only those 
weapons that neither side wishes to build 


in any case. Specifically, if the new Amer- 
ican Cruise missiles cannot be limited by 
agreement soon. they will become a formi- 
dable obstacle to future controls. They can 
be launched from air. sea or land, and the 
non-nuclear. short-range version is almost 
indistinguishable from the long-range nu- 
tlear model. They cannot be negottated 
away without substantial Soviet concessions. 
The President has defined these as substan- 
tial reductions in the numbers and ‘kinds of 
weapons Previously envisioned for both 
sides. 


This American position, from an untested 
President—and one who insists on sym- 
pathizing’ so elaborately with Soviet dissi- 
dents—obviously troubles the Russians. They 
thought they were in sight of an agreement 
they liked with President Ford, waited a year 
for the U.S. election. and now find that 
future agreements will depend on their 
willingness to give up weapons that past 
accords seemed to sanction. They cannot 
easily shake the fear of a trick, of a hard- 
Line President in dove feathers. 

Vance and Warnke must begin to lay out 
the awesome calculus that explains the new 
American position while also offering other 
subjects for negotiation so that the Russians 
can test the administration’s broader inten- 
tions. They must convey the mistrast that 
some Soviet weapons programs have arous~ 
ed in Washington, leading to the Presiderit’s 
conclusion that if the stockpiles are not soon 
actually reduced. they wil have to be aug- 
mented again. 

The chances of a misunderstanding in 
these early contacts are obviously great. But 
so are the opportunities for progress For 
a change.

Prime Minister Desai 


Morarji Desai, 31-year-old puritan, emerg- 
ed trom Indira Gandhi's fmprisonment to 
Jead the electoral battle against that “spoll- 
ed girl” He has now been named India’s 
Prime Minister. The manner of his succes- 
sion does not exactly, build confidence: two 
fellow disciples of Mahatma Gandhi hand- 
picked him in order to avoid political carnage 
among the startlingly diverse members of 
the coalition that defeated Indira Gandhi.

India. of 
course, has conducted a “peaceful” nuclear 
explosion: it is a nuclear power. Just what 
policy changes Mr. Desal’s statement may 
portend, the international community waits 
to learn.

The Trauma of Birth 


¢ INSHASA, Zaire (NYT).—Quite suddenly, after nearly a 
decade of - relative stability, this enormous country of: 
clashing diversity once again faces the threat of fragmentation, 
as an army of dissidents harboring a 16-year-old grudge has 


How serious that invasion is, how effectively it is being 
curbed by Zairian forces and to what extent it could have been * 
engineered by foreign powers are all questions without im- 
mediate answers. The sheer size of the country and the lack 
of roads and communications make certainty impossible. 

Despite the modern trappings of cities like Kinshasa, Zaire 
remains largely the land of enigmatic passions that inspired 
Joseph Conrad's “Heart of Darkness." Up the Congo River, 
news is still broadcast by drum. 

It is a country of 25 million inhabitants, and 200 tribal 
Groups, of Protestants, Catholics and animist, a land of torpld 
savannas, thick jungles, mountains and plateaus. It is a place 
of great riches and enormous poverty, 
® country where the trauma of a painful birth 17 years ago 
continues to imperil the policies of reconciliation developed 
by President Mobutu Sese Seko. 


An Echo 


The invasion in Shaba, for example, fe an echo of the 
secessionist movement proclaimed in Katanga, as Shaba was 
then known, 11 days after the birth of an independent Zaire, 
which was then still called the Congo. For three years the

decisively proved at the polls 
that it is indeed the world’s most 
populous democracy and its citi- 
zens were jubilant last week as 
they proudly reclaimed that dis- 
puted title. 

An illiterate New Delhi man 
who earns $1 a day sweeping 
driveways spoke for millions of 
his countrymen as he declared 
with a whoop of delight: “The 
Mother and the son!

UN Reports Rise 
In Refugee F’-w 


From Vietnam 


GENEVA, March 57 iN¥YT).— 
A spokesman for the UN high 
commissioner for refugees has 
Teported a “marked increase” in 
the number of South Vietnamese 
fleeing their homeland by sea. 

Last month. 706 of the 50- 
ealled “boat people” arrived in 
Thailand, Malaysia. Singapore 
and Japan. 

This is 521 more than in the 
entire first quarter of last year, 
when the hizth commissioner. 
Prince Sadruddin Aga Ehan. first 
compiled statistics on the South 
Vietnamese refugees. Since the 
beginning of last year. the num- 
ber of refugees to have reached 
safety totals 5.631, with new 
homes having been found for 
3.285 of them. 

With a contribution of $532,000 
by Japan, Prince Sadruddin has 
raised $3.5 milion toward his 
goal of $14.4 million this year 
for assisting Indochinese refu- 
fees. including 77,000 who are 
now in Thailand. 

The principal contributor has 
been the United States. with 
$2.43 million, The other contrib- 
uting governments so far are 
West Germany, with $416,199, 
and Switzerland. with $117,647,

Doubts Persist About Strength of Recovery

NEW YORK, March 27 iN¥T>. 
—For various reasons—political, 
Personal situations or lack of un- 
derstanding—some Americans 
still believe that the nation’s 
economy is continumg to travel 
through very troubled waters. 
Others speak of the recent re-

ture. 

‘To those out of work and ac- 
tivelr, but unsuccessfully, seek- 
ing employment or to those on 
fixed incomes struggling to meet 
the rising cost of living, there 
15 ample validity for their gloomy 
assessments and discontent. No 
doubt, personal ‘actors and con- 
fusing commentary from Wash- 
ington largely explain some di- 
verse and puzzling findings early 
this month in the Conference 
Board survey of 10,000 house- 
holds across the country and in 
a later one by Citibank conduct- 
ed through telephone interviews 
with more than 1400 adults. 

While the Board's confidence 
index held virtually steady in the 
Pebruary survey period at the 
high levels reached late last year. 
the New York bank's poll found 
consumer confidence showing a 
marked decline since January, 
evidently due mainly to the ef- 
fects of the harsh winter.

New York Stock Market 


NEW YORK, March 27 (NYT!.—Inflation anxieties and the pos- 
sibility of higher interest rates sent the stock market down sharply 
last week in slower trading. The Dow Jones industrial average 
tumbled 32.16 points during the week to finish eat 928.86 on Friday. 
This decline was the !argest since the week ended Dec. 5, 1975, when 
the Dow fell 41.87 points. 

Analysts attributed much of last week's selling pressure to recent 
price increases in such important industrial commodities as copper 
and aluminum and to the continuing rise in food prices. 

Even President Carter's statement at his news conference in Wash- 
ington on Thursday that he would soon iutroduce a comprehensive 
anti-inflation program did not stop the downward market trend. 

Another weakening market factor: the predictions by some ccon- 
omists that the prime rate will rise to 7 1 2 per cent by year's end 
from the present 6 1/4 per cent. The prime rate is the interest 
charged by banks on loans to thelr most creditworthy corporate 
customers. 

This belief was buttressed by Arthur Burns, chairman of the 
Federal Reserve Board, who told a Senate committee last week that 
interest rates would rise as the economy improved and loan demand 
expanded. d . 

Trading volume on the New York Stock Exchange last week con- 
tracted to 92.26 million shares from 105.98 million shares the week 
before. 

Among the market's other depressants last week was the Com- 
merce Department's report that revised figures showed that corporate 
profits rose only 2 per cent in the fourth quarter, the smaliest quar- 
terly rise in after-tax profits of any quarter last year. 

The department also announced that the gross national product, 
adjusted for inflation, rose only 5.6 per cent in last year's fourth 
Quarter, compared with a 3.9 per cent gain in the third quarter. 

The weakest performers last week were the oil and glamour 
issues, while the gold mining issues were one of the stronger groups. 
The latter benefited from soaring bullion prices abroad. 

Bond prices advanced moderately last week. One feature was 
the Treasury Department's sale of $2.5 billion in notes at an average 
rate of 6.02 per cent, slightly higher than the rates the government 
incurred in January ard February. 
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tments about the economic out- 
look. it also noted a strong pub-

African Problem on Agenda 
Of IOC Ivory Coast Meeting 


ABIDJAN, Ivory Coast. March 
27 (AP).—Olympic officials from 
$0 countries converged here to- 
day to sort out the political 
events that hurt the Games at 
Montreal last summer. 

For the first time since Mont- 
real, the executive board of the 
International Olympic Commit- 
tee faced 2 confrontation with 
the 38 African countries which 
boycotted the Olympics in a po- 
litical demonstration against New 
Zealand's sporting ties with South 
Africa, 

Lord Eililanin. president of the 
TOC, and his eight-man execu- 
tive board will have ὦ policy to 
play things quietly and try to 
coax the Africans back into world 
competition. alongside New Zea- 
land. 

‘That means not only the 1980 
Olympics in Moscow but other 
coming world events, including 
the new track and field World 
Cup at Dwesseldorf next Sep- 
tember, and the Commonwealth 
Gemes at Edmonton. Alberta, 
next year, The Africans have 
threatened to boycott both if 
New Zealand athletes compete. 

Two separate meetings begin 
tomorrow in ἃ super-modern 
hotel and conference hall beside 
Abidjan’s lagoon. The IOC exec- 
utive board will be conferring in 
one building. the Assembly of 
National Olympic Committees in 
the other, At the end of the week 
the two bodies will meet together. 

By coincidence. this is the first 
Olympic assembly ever held in 
Africa. Arrangements were made 
Jong before the events in Mont- 
real. Also bs coincidence. the 
Ivory Coast. which is hosting the 
conference, was one of only two 
African nations whose athletes 
Stayed in Montreal and partici- 
pated. Senegal war the other. 

“I hope that it is @ happy 
augury. having our meeting in 
Africa.” Killanin said. “I look 
forward to the Olympic spirit 
prevailing and positive results 
coming from this week of talks." 


June. Nobody here has proposed 
any sanctions or suspensions. 

But the Australian NOC, which 
acts closely with New Zealand, 
hag tabled the African question 
for discussion, hugh on the 
agenda. 

Abraham Ordia. president of 
the Supreme Council for Sport 
in Africa. which masterminded 
the Montreal walkout, was a cen- 
ter of attention in the hotel 
lobby as delegates arrived. He 
exchanged handshakes and em- 
braces, but declined to comment 
on what might happen in the 
next few days. 

Meanwhile, one political bomb 
was quictly defused before it 
could explode and ruffle any- 
body's feelings. A Japanese pro- 
posal to ban from the Olympics 
any country which might con- 
Stitute a security risk never got 
as far as the agends. 

This proposal was drafted by 
the Japanese NOC and obviously 
aimed at Israel, whose athletes 
were massacred by Arab gun- 
men in the bloody events at 
Munich in 1972. At Montreal a 
tight security guard was thrown 
around the whole Otympic vil- 
lage and the Israelis in particular. 

Lord Killanin moved quicklr 
behind the scenes and persuaded 
the Japanese to drop the prn- 
posal. A Japanese NOC spokrs- 
man said: “Tt was a bad idea 
anyway. Our committee had sec- 
ond thoughts and agreed to drop 
it”

N tacles are more entertaining 
than Congress hitting the helie- 
luiah trail, True, a writhing 
Mass of congressmen in the throes 


of uplift cannot match such su-. 


perior media, en- 
tertainmenits as 
the Gilmore ex- 
ecution circus or 
the siege of the 
enraged Hansti, 
but for conpois- 
seurs of the arts 
of fimflamming 
the rusties, 2 
Congress in the 
heat of piety can- 
not be beat 

We have just 
had such a show in the Senate, 
which, like the House, has been 
awept up in the excesses of 
puritanism rampant in Washing~ 
ton this season, As ἃ conse~ 
quence, both Senate and House 
yearn to purge themselves of licen-~ 
tiousness, particularly in money 
matters. 

To this end the Senate, after 
kome unilluminating debate and 
® litule oratorical heat, voted the 
other day to limit’ members’ 
earned income from outside 
sources to $8,625 a year. ‘The 
public is presumed to be in Jubl~ 
Jation about this reform and may 
indeed be so, believing that it 
signals the advent of a new era. 

The most persuasive evidence 
that it does not is the Senate 
vote, which was 62 to 35 in tavor 
of the income ceiling. The Sen- 
ate, as it is fond of reminding 
πο, is “a continuing body” 
which does not alter itself in a 
moment of whimsy. If any sen- 
sible body of senators had believed 
that an $8,625 lid on outside earn- 
ed income was going to change 
anything very much, nothing 
short of bload in the streets could 
have mustered 62 votes for it. 


Sen. Edmund Muskie exposed 
the hoax when he proposed com- 
parable limitations on unearned 
income. The Senate treated this 
dangerous proposal as the mad~ 
ness it was and voted to con- 
tinue enjoying the fruits of in- 
vestmient capital without stint. 

. The Muskie proposal might 
have gradually worked a perma~ 
nent change in the nature of the 
Senate by diminishing the num- 
ber of well-heeled heirs and eou- 
pon clippers eager to sit Im the 
club, The Senate was not so far 
gone in piety as that. 

Instead i swatted a flea. We 
are asked to believe that by limit- 
ing Ks Tew moonlighters to $8,625 
fm extra income it will henee-

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forth come before us eleansed of 
impure association with. tainted 
money. 

This approach to public unease 
with politicians turns unerringly 
from the heart of the matter by 
inviting us to pick at the cuticle. 
The general unhappiness with 
Politicians, as President Carter 
has perceived, arises from the 
sense that they have little under- 
standing and less interest in the 
cares, fears and needs of people 
who elect them t 

The generous salaries of politi- 
Cians—senators Dow make $57,500 
ἃ year—exacerbaie the sense of 
their remoteness but are certain- 
ly not responsible for it. A $60,000 
Salary is, after all, not all that 
Jordly nowadays. Tt will barely 
get you a dispensable vice-presi- 
dent in a middling corporation or 
8. second~string basketball player.

The public’s test is whether its 
man, Croesus or pauper, seems to 
understand it and is Willing to 
act on its behalf, 

if the Congress is in bad odor, 
and its leaders say it is, it is 
not because members earn more 
than most of us, but: because their 
interests do not often seem to 
be our interests. This suspicion 
May be wrong, but nevertheless 
there is the fact, and it will not be 
altered. by playing confidence 
Bames on the public about income 
ceilings. 

The fact probably is that in- 
come ceilings for congressmen are 
irrelevant and pernicious.

The Austrian Casino Company's director, Leo Wallner, 
attributes bis success to the protection given by linking casinos 
under one umbrella group, aggressive marketing, ἃ break with 
traditional stiff formality over dress and clientele—and good 
luck.
